In a Manifesto Issued to the Mexican

Give Up Long Lease on Office When, 


According to

Mexico City, May 8.— President Diaz 
announces, in a manifesto issued Sun­ 
day night, addressed to th e people of 
the 
republic of Mexico, 
his 
inten­ 
tion to resign his office im m ediately 
on the restoration of peace 
The p res­ 
ident reserves to himself the privilege 
of deciding when the conditions are 
such as to m ake possible this p ro m ­ 
ised resignation. 
In his own words he 
indicates that, time will be “when, ac­ 
cording to the dictates of my con­ 
science, l a m sure that my resignation 
will not he followed by a n archy .” 
President Diaz unm istakably shows 
it to be his purpose not to retire while 
the country is involved in war, and he 
further m ak es It clear that he will not 
resign at any time under compulsion. 
The manifesto was published this 
morning, and it will not be officially 
tra n sm itte d to the insurrectos. 
T he 
president holds that he is responsible I 
only to the people of Mexico, and the 
sta te m e n t of his intentions shall only 
reach M adero and his followers Inci­ 
dentally as it does the o th e r people 
of the republic.

N o w W o m a n S e e k s to C olle ct on a C e r ­ 


tificate of D epo sit. 
Mrs. Julia Richardson Leonard has 
a certificate of deposit on a Trenton 
(Term.) Dank for $10,000 nearly fifty 
years old. and is now making au effort 
to collect the money. 
The certificate 
was given to her by a brother, J. L. L 
Richardson, the deposit being made 
Jan. 23. 1803. 
R ich ard son was a Union soldier and 
died soon after the deposit was made. 
Ile said nothing about the certificate 
of deposit, and it was found among his 
belongings some time later. 
He was a 
member of tile One 
Hundred 
and 
Twenty-second Illinois infantry. 
He 
enlisted in 1863 and the same year was 
returned to his home to die. 
How he 
came into possession of the $10,CKK) 
which he deposited is not known. 
Mrs. Leonard, who was the payee of 
the certificate cf deposit, was at that 
tim e sixteen years old. 
She came into 
possession of the certificate as soon as 
It was found among her brother's pos­ 
sessions, but made no effort to draw 
the amount from the Bank of Trenton. 
The question of the incorporation of 
the Bank of Trenton, which may have 
undergone some change of incorpora- 
lion after the war, and a question in 
regard to tin* kind of currency which 
John Richardson deposited are to be 
considered. 
If it were Confederate 
currency it would have been good in 
1S63, but worthless in 1865.

SERVING COCOA. 


T w o Dozen P ers o n s May Be Supplied 
as Easily as On®. 
When entertaining friends It is con­ 
venient, if cocoa is to be ta rred, to 
have it ready as needed. In following 
this plaTT there Is no danger of the 
supply failing should the demand ex­ 
ceed 
expectation, 
nor is the cocoa 
wasted in case fewer than are expect­ 
ed respond to the invitation. 
To make enough cocoa for twenty- 
five or thirty persons put one cup and 
three-fourths of boiling w ater into a 
double boiler, add three-fourths of a 
cup of cocoa and let it stand until the 
cocoa is moistened. 
Stir thoroughly, 


PRETTY COCOA POT. 
then add one cup aud three-fourths of 
boiling w ater and stir again. 
Cook 
one hour and add two and one-half 
cups of sugar, stir till dissolved and 
let cook half an hour. When cold add 
half an ounce of vanila extract aud 
strain through a cheesecloth. 
There 
will be one quart of cocoa sirup. 
This 
may be used at once or set aside for 
use as needed. 
To serve to two persons divide one 
fourth of a cup of the sirup between 
two cups and pour three-fourths of ti 
cup of milk into each cup. 
Stir and it 
Is ready. 
For thirty scald six quarts 
of milk in a large double boller, odd 
the quart of cocoa sirup, beat with 
spoon or egg beater and serve at once. 
Tills method is recommended by the 
Boston Cooking School Magazine.
